California Highway Patrol and the Horse Racing Commission, in administrative proceedings and
appeals.

year and summer. Student externs will have the opportunity to experience a broad range of civil
trial and appellate practice. Externs are expected to assist deputies in researching and drafting
briefs, preparing discovery, and assisting in trial preparation. They may attend witness interviews,
depositions, settlement conferences, court hearings and trials. They may also attend and assist at
administrative hearings. Externs will have every opportunity to prepare a substantial writing
sample.
